sme time“the bell captains wii 
he dressed in a different costume 
ind would not be Oriental.”The 
rationale offered was that the use 
ofspecialized personnel in themed 
areas in costume has been highly 
ceessful in Las Vegas and that 
thetwelve Chinese bellmen would 
addto the total effect of the hotel 
Which will have a restaurant Serv- 
ing Chinese food 

The Equal Rights Commission 
has determined that the use of 
Chinese bellmen working 
throughout the hotel would not be 
hesame as the use of Chinese in a 
ypecifie area of the hotel which 
euld easily be defined as special- 


ty room: On that determination 
and on the protest of the Chinese 
Benevolent Association the Com- 


mission denied that casino-hotels 


request，in spite of the Nuggets 
claim that the Culinary Union had 
agreed to cooperate. 


The Chinese “Benevolent 
Association pointed eut that all 
Americans， including Chinese 
Americans， should not be 
reminded of the indignities which 
immigrants had to endure during 
the early years of Nevadan history 
nor should -the Chinese be 
portrayed in the perpetual role of 
“Chinese servants.” 


VIOLATION 
However, State Deputy Attorney 
General D.Brian opined，on an 
initial examination， that the 
implementation of the Golden 


Nuggets plan to hire Chinese 
bellmen would not be a violation， 
of Nevadan law. On the other 
hand，other _ legal experts _ have 
intimated that it would be a 
violation of the Equal Protection 
Clause in the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the U.S， Constitution to 
confine the hiring of Chinese to 
lowly positions and to exclude 
them from the more lucrative 
positions. “Constitutional 1aw 
would prohibit such blatantly un- 
equal treatment in employment 
and that consequently，it would 
not matter what Nevada law 
holds. * 


As of press time，the Golden 
Nugget has made no commitment 
to change its original proposal for 
its upcoming opening day. 回

“This budget crisis，although 让 
should _ never have happened in 
the first Place， demonstrated 
clearly to the concerned public 
that the Chinatown community 
cares and strongly supports memntal 
health programs,”

Taiwan to Limit 
Shoe Export to U.S. 


TAIPEI 一 Chinmese and U.S. 
negotiators reached a preliminary 
agreement in which Taiwan wj 
impose a four-year voluntary curb 
on nonrubber footwear exports to 
the United States，last Saturday， 
according to the Cjhinese Jmnfor- 
7atiomn Serbice. 

The outcome was jointly an- 
nounced by Chinese Chief Dele- 
gate, Y.T. Wong, and U.S$. Chief 
Delegate，Stephen Lande，after 
the two delegations heldq a tug-of- 
war on talks on the import quota. 

Wong told a press conference 
taht the two delegations reached a 
Preliminary agreement after 3 
three-day serious talk in a “har- 
monious atmosphere.” 

The agreement is subject to the 
approval of both governments， 
Wong added. 

Wong did _ not announce the 
quota basis， According to sources 
close to the meeting, however, the 
U.S，、side agreed that the quota 
basis was fixed at 124 million pairs 
a year. 


Lande expressed his thanks to 


the Chinese trade officials for their 
cooperation in concluding the 
agreement.

The opening of the Chinese Folk Art Exhibition at 
the Asiarn Art Museum this week allows us to look at 
an area of Chinese culture and creativity rarely seen 
outside of China. 

Schools and museums usually teach and display 
yne arts of the Chinese scholars and the elite class. 
Brush_ paintings，calligraphy， the writing of poetry 
and the like are considered legitimate representa- 
tions of Chinese art and culture. In the past, no one 
would consider a woodblock printing of an _ earth 
diety or a kitchen god a work of art. To have it 
framed and exhibited in amuseum would never have 
entered the minds -of its_creators. Yet,， these folk 
artists captured the mood and feeling of the Chinese 
people. In their creations，one could see the tradi- 
tional ideas and beliefs, hopes and aspirations, fears 
and determinations which have shaped the Chinese 


Civilization for thousands of years. 


Undoubtedly, there are many folk artists in the 
Chinese American community.， Once they have 
found another means of making a living, they no 
longer see a need to contin ue-practicing their former 
craft. Our community has never given these artists 
much encouragement. Again we see numerous art 
classes offering the teaching of brush painting. But 
seldom do we see classes in paper-cutting，and 
woodblock printmaking，and the making of folk 


items such as toys, kites and figurines. 
.We thank the Asian Art Museum and the. many 


sponsors for making the folk art exhibit a reality. We 
hope this event will serve as an impetus to arevival 
of community interest in Chinese folk arts. 口

The bell captains， 
however， would not be Asian and 
would not be clothed in Asian cos- 
tumes，This,wouldqd maintain the 
Superior-inferior dichotomy of the 
late 19th century. 

The Chinese Benevolent Asso- 
ciation and two prominent Chi- 
nese-Americans (Wing and Lilly 
Fong) protested Mr. Wynn's pro- 
posal. Consequently，the 了 qual 
Rights Commission of Nevada de- 
cided not to approve MT. Wynn's 
Tequest， 
Attorney Ceneral pointed out that 
MI，Wynn's proposal does not 
violate any Nevada employment 
laws. 

As a result of all :of this，MTr. 
Wynn has decided to execute his 
original proposal on the opening 
day of the Colden Nugget 
expansion, scheduled for late May 
or June, 1977.

She has chosen to emphasize the folk 
quality by the use of straw matting, natural cotton, and indigo denim， 
with earth colors in the Jade Room. The entrance is transformed into a 
family compound effect with bamboo-roofed Han Dynasty gateway.

AGAINST MORTUARY 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The dis- 
trict attorney's-office claimed vic- 
tory last week in a court battle 
against funeral director Nick 
Daphne，owner of Cathay Mor- 
tuary，charged with“kidnapping 
corpses,” improper embalming 
practices,， and intimidation of be- 
reaved relatives. 

In an unusual ruling，Superior 
Court Judge John Benson issued a 
preliminary injunction forbidding 
Daphne from forging signatures to 
pick up bodies from the city's cor- 
oner s office.， 

Judge Benson also ordered the 
funeral director not to embalm 
bodies without relatives”，author- 
ization and not to dispose of 
corpses without first filing death 
certificates and obtaining other 
necesSSarY perrmits，

WASHINGTON 一 China has 
bought 47,600 bales of cotton 
from the United States，according 
to _ Agriculture Department offi- 
cials last week, 

The cotton is worth an estim- 
ated $16.7 million at current mar- 
ket prices of about $350 a bale. 

Officials said that the sale was 
the first since 1974-75. The cotton 
is for delivery after August 1， 
meaning that it probably  w 记 
come from the 1977 crop， 

China had purchased 902,000 
bales of American cotton in the 
1973-74 season and 309,000 in the 
1974-75 season 一 about half of its 
total imports in those years. But ipn 
the 1975-76 season which ended 
jast July 31，sales of American 
cotton to China dropped off to 
9000 bales and there have been 
none since ,the 1976-77 season 
began last August 1 . 

A few years ago，China bought 
a jlarge quantity of American 
wheat and other grain . 

Agriculture Secretary Bob Berg- 
land said China is reentering the 
market for mixed economic and- 
Political reasons 一 partly because 
it needs cotton and American 
sellers have suppjlies at competitive 
Prices. 

But， Bergland added，“ 
wouldnt be surprised”if China 
was turning to the United States 
instead of other potential sejlers 
because 过 wants to ” continue 
developing trade relations as a 
gesture of interest in establishing 
normal political relations.
